DESCRIPTION SUMMARY:

Built between 1895 and 1897, the John H. Traband House is an aqpymmetrically
shaped Queen Anne influenced frame structure of modest size and detailing, two
and a half stories high with an asbestos shingled hip roof with a central
chimney, projecting two-story bays on the south and east elevations, and a two
story porch with turned columns and balusters on the facade or south elevation.
Set back some distance from the street, the house has German siding, shingles
in the gables and scroll brackets on projecting bays; the bays are tripartite

—_ on the first floor and rectangular on the second. A one story shed-roofed frame
addition was constructed in 1974 along the back or north elevation. The interior
of the house has an au§ymmetrica1 floor plan with period corner—-blocked
symmetrical trim and an oak staircase balustrade with turned balusters, square
newel post, and scroll step—end decoration. Also located on the property are
a frame two story gable-roofed carriage house and the site of an ice pit, both
contemporary to the house and contributing to the significance, as well as two
mid-twentieth century buildings, a frame garage which is attached to the house
by an enclosed walkway and a masonry dairy building, both of which do not
contribute to the significance. The carriage house which originally stood
over the ice pit was moved to the back of the property in the mid-twentieth
century for construction of the present driveway.

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GENERAL DESCRIPTION

The John H. Traband house is located on the north side of Marlboro Pike,
the old road from Upper Marlboro to Washington, just inside the northwest
boundary of the town of Upper Marlboro. It is a two—and—one—hélf—story fr§m§
house built in modest Queen Anne style, the only example of this type.sutv1v1ng
in Upper Marlboro, the county seat of Prince George's County. épprox1mately
40' (NS) by 28' (EW), the house has a hip roof (withasbestos shingles) ?hich
slope to three gables on the south, east and west, and has a central brick
chimney (with corbeled cap) which rises from the highest point of the hip. The
south (main) facade is three bays wide, with entrance in the central bay. The
first two bays are covered by a two-story porch (now glassed in); original trim
of this porch includes the second-story balustrade, brackets and turned posts.
Set diagonally in the southeast corner of the house is a recessed window with
elaborately carved lintel; this treatment is repeated in the projecting bay of
the east gable. The exterior wall finish is German siding. The gable ends at
third level are decorated with shingles, and two courses of shingles under the
eaves form a decorative cornice around the rest of the house. The house rests
on a concrete block foundation. Originally the house had no basement, but in
the 1920's a half-basement was dug out under the west portion of the house.

The interior plan of the house is as follows: the principal entrance leads
into a stairhall in the southeast quadrant of the house, with two larger parlors
(l1iving room and dining room) on the east side. The kitchen, located in the
northwest quadrant, once led east into a long pantry just north of the dining
room; this pantry was eliminated soon after the house was built, adding more
space to the dining room. (Another alteration on the first floor was the
addition of a small bathroom between kitchen and stairhall.) A small kitchen
porch, later enlarged, was enclosed in 1974, making a one-story family room
across the north facade of the house. This 12-foot addition is sheathed with
aluminum siding.

The wood trim throughout the house is a simple eight-band symmetrical
molding, with bulls-eye corner blocks at all door and window architraves. The
right-angle staircase features oak balusters and newelpost, and is lighted by
a stained glass window at one-and-one-half~story~level on the west facade.

There are three outbuildings standing on the lot: a double garage with

SIGNIFICANCE SUMMARY:

The John H. Traband House is significant historically and architecturally
to Upper Marlboro, the seat of Prince George's County. The house was constructed
— as the residence of a prominent citizen, John H. Traband (1857-1938) who was a
successful businessman and land holder in Upper Marlboro. It was designed by
a builder-architect named Arthur F. Nicholson who was located in Laurel in
northern Prince George's County and erected under the supervision of B. Wesley
Cranford, an Upper Marlboro carpenter. As the only turn of the century Queen
Anne style house remaining in Upper Marlboro, a town which underwent extensive
alteration in the mid twentieth century, and as a documentable resource as to
designer, builder, and occupant, the John H. Traband House is an important
resource for understanding the growth and development and architectural character
of the town at the close of the nineteenth century and in the early decades of
the twentieth. Traband occupied the house until his death in 1938.

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HISTORY AND SUPPORT

The house was built for John H. Traband, Jr., whose father emigrated from
Germany in 1855, and came to settle in Upper Marlboro in Prince George's County,
Maryland. The senior Traband established a carriage-making business in the
town, and within a few years operated a successful shop on the south side of
Main Street across from the (old) Courthouse. He began to purchase land, and
by the time of his death in 1885, owned close to 1000 acres: several substantial
farms, and eight properties in the town of Upper Marlboro including his dwelling
and carriage shop, an operating grist mill, a hotel, and law office.l 1In 1871
he purchased a 46-acre tract of farmland on which already stood a grist mill on
the Federal Spring Branch; this property was known as the Mill Lot or Mill Farm,
and it is on a part of this property that the subject dwelling was subsequently
built.2

In 1856, Traband married Emily Pumphrey of a long-standing Marlboro family;
their son, John H. Traband, Jr., was born in the following year. The younger
Traband established himself with his father in the saddle/harness-making
business; upon the death of his father in 1885, he acquired through division
by the Court of Equity a large share of his father's real estate, including
the harness shop and the Mill Lot, the latter by then reduced (through sale of
small lots) to 38.68 acres.?

Traband continued to run the harness shop, and lived in the house adjoining
until ca. 1894 when a fire destroyed his nearby hotel. Because of the ever-
present threat of fire spreading through the shops and offices on Main Street,
he decided to move out of the center of town. He ordered plans from architect
Arthur F. Nicholson of Laurel, Maryland, and hired a local carpenter, B. Wesley
Cranford, to supervise the construction of the new dwelling on the Mill Lot.
While construction was underway, 1895-1897, he moved his family to another of
his properties, the Brooke Farm, just northwest of Marlboro; they moved into
the new house on the Mill Lot in 1898.%

Nicholson's drawings_show a "Six Room Cottage:" "For Mr. Traband To be
erected at Marlboro, Md."> The plans called for a full basement under the house,
but this was not carried out originally. Heating was accomplished by stoves
set in two centrally located flues, and it was not until the 1920's that a

half-basement (under the west portion of the house) was excavated, for the
installation of a coal furnace.

The original outbuildings included a summer kitchen, a carriage house
(built over an ice house pit), chicken house, stables and dairy house.

After moving into the subject house, John Traband continued to operate
his harness shop on Main Street, while operating the grist mill, and farming
as well. He was the vice-president of the County Trust Bank, was a Town
Commissioner, and served as a member of the Vestry of Trinity Episcopal Chruch
for over 50 years. After his death in 1938, the dwelling house property passed
to his widow, and in 1954 to his daughter, who resides there now.

Although only approximately 3/4 acre remains of the original Mill Lot,
the house which stands on it is unique to the town of Upper Marlboro. It is
the only surviving local example of its style, its original architectural
drawings survive, and it represents the upward mobility of a working-class
immigrant family, who prospered and made a significant contribution to the
community.
